PROGRESS OF THE THIRD" 
CHINA WAR. 


The following telegram was published in the daily papers 
yesterday, which has been confirmed by the mail delivered this 
morning :— e 

Mr. Boulby, (Times’ correspondent), Mr. Loch, secretary to Lord. 
Elgin, Mr. Parkes, Messrs, De Norman and Anderson, of Fane's 
Horse, and Captain Brabazon, have been made prisoners whilst 
engaged in choosing camping ground. They have been. taken to 
Peking, where they are well treated. : ; 

Engagements were fought on the 18th and 21st September 
at Chang-Kia-Wan and Jang-Chan. On both occasions 30,000 
Tartar cavalry advanced, and were completely routed by the 
Allies. 

‘Two thousand Tartars were killed, and 50 guns taken. The 
Allies had only 18 wounded. 

The Chinese have sent in a flag of truce, with the provisions 
for a treaty. 

Lord Elgin demands the release of the prisoners before nego- 
tiating. 

The Emperor's brother has been appointed chief commissioner 
to make peace. 

Tea to the value of £250,000 sterling was taken at Chang- 
Kai-Wan.

Ho-st-w0, Sept. 26, 

This is one of the naval stations, about thirty-five miles 
above Tien-tsin, between which two places the stores and 
provisions of the army are conveyed in flat country boats 
navigated by the navy, accompanicd by a strong guard of the 
same: the heavy sicge train was brought up in this ‘way. 
From here the hills at the back of Peking, which is some 
twenty-five miles distant, can be plainly seen, the whole 
country being a dead flat, but well cultivated, and with good 
roads. On the 18th, Sir Hope Grant, with a division under 
Sir J. Michel, composed of Marines, part of the 99th, Rifles, 
part of the 3rd Buffs,a Punjaub regiment, two batteries of 
Artillery, and all the Cavalry, with a small Freuch force, had a 
sharp action with the whole Tartar army, under Prince San-go- 
lin-sin, near, Tang-chow, which ended in their being completely 
routed, their whole artillery, consisting of seventy guns, being 
captured, together with a very strong entrenched camp (in 
which we found a million pounds of tea). 700 killed and 
wounded on their side, but on ours very few indeed. It took 
place entirely through the treachery of the Chincse, as there 
was & suspension of hostilitics for the time; but it appears to 
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have been a last attempt of San-go-lin-sin to retrieve his lost 
honours, in which he signally failed, and it is reported that he 
has now committed suicide rather than wait to lose his head at 
Peking, by command of his Celestial Majesty. 1 regret to say, 
‘that Mr. Parkes, accompanicd by Mr. Locke and Mr. De Nor- 
man, of Lord Elgin's staff, Boulby, the Times’ reporter, Captain 
Brabazon, of the artillery, and Colonel Walker, O.BL., general of 
cavalry, as also Licutenaut Anderson, of Fane’s Horse, with some 
twenty troopers, have all_been taken prisoners, and carried off 
to Peking. Great fears are entertained about Parkes’s 
safety, but Sir Hope Grant has sent to say, should one 
hair of any of their heads be injured he will sack and burn 
Peking, and he immediately sent down for reinforcements to 
come up. So the 31st and 67th, and another Punjaub regi- 
ment was sent up from Tien-tsin, The 44th are ordered up from 
Shanghai, and the Cambrian, in tow of the Australian, has been 
sent down to Tulien-whan Bay to bring up all the rest of the 
troops from there and break up the establishment, as the bay 
I mentioned in my last letter will be our wintering place for the 
Northern part of the forces. The capture of Parkes and the 
others took place as follows (except Anderson and his troopers, 
who were taken in another way) The army was halted about 
half-way between this place and Tang-chow, at the repeated 
solicitations of the Chinese Commissioners, who were most 
anxious to trent, and Parkes and his party, escorted by a strong 
detachment of King’s Dragoon Guards, went to Tang-chow, held 
a long conference with them, and were on their way back to 
camp when they came across the whole Tartar force, which 
prevented them continuing their journey. So Mr. Parkes and 
the others turned back to go to ask the meaning of it from the 
Commissioners, and have never been seen since, leaving the 
dragoons there. After a little while the Tartars began to 
. ¢lose round on the dragoons in a very suspicious manner, aud 
presently a French officer who was with them (iu attempting 
to snatch his sword from a man who had drawn it nearly 
out from its scabbard onfpretence of examining it), was cut 
down, Ofcourse there was nothing for them to do then but 
attempt to cut their way through, which they did in most gal- 
lant style, through showers of musketry which opened on them 
directly the Chinese saw our people were aware of their 
treachery ; so they only just charged in time, or they would all 
have been taken prisoners. Three or four of their number 
were slightly wounded, and as soon as they got back to 
“camp and told their story, Sir Hope set out with all 
his little force, and came upon the enemy, drawn 
in tremendous force. About five miles their line appeared to be, 
looking as if they could have eaten up our little army in a very 
few minutes, but the Armstrong shells soon changed the face 
of affairs, and mowed them down in numbers. Fane’s Horse 
we lent! to the French for the day, and these, with Probyn’s, 
and the K. D. Guards, made dreadful havoc amongst: them, 
eharging through and through them and over them. It was a 
hand-to-hand fight everywhere latterly, and strange to say we 
Jost very few ou our side. The French Infantry were very 
closely engaged. Ihnmediately the reinforcement come up the 
tmareh is to be resumed for Peking without any more delays of 
any kind ; no more talking until we get inside Peking. Lt, An- 
derson and his party of Fane’s Horse were taken prisoners, 
having ridlen unsuspiciously into the Chinese camp for news. 
Orders have just been sent down to the fiect for more sailors 
- and all the rest of the marines of the flect to be sent on shore 
immediately. A short time ago all the supplies of fresh provi- 
sions, &e., were stopped about Tien-tsin, and tho shops shut up 
by order of the head mandarin, so we sent out and caught and 
keep him a prisoner at large in the?Forts of Tient-sin, since which 
everything ccmes in abundance; sheep, poultry, even game, 
fruit, vegetibles, all at a very fair price ; and the country people 
seeing now how well we treat them, do all they can for us. The 
shops are ail open, and any quantities of china, furs, silks, and 
curiosities are tobe bought, but of course we get cheated ; possibly 
nothing less than a dollar is now asked for the most trifling 
wing. The plan is to ask the price of an article by signs (a 
curious langiage our’s of barter is) and when found, as Captain 
- Cuttle says, make a note of it, offering by and bye just one tenth 
vf it, when probably you may come to a deal. Most ridi- 
culous pictures of the custumes of our army are displayed for 
sale iu the shop windows, sume of which you shall sce, as I 
am seudiug them home to England. ‘he news of the feet here 
- is as it was; Mimrod and Pioneer run the mails for us between 
here and Shanghai. I furgot to say that every cay 
they are discovering more beautiful large brass guus buried in- 


side the Tien-tsin Forts. The’Chinese thought they were very 
cunping, but they have not quite succeeded in hiding them. 
The Engineers are busy in blowing up some of the Forts ; at the 
mouth of the Peiho one has already been destroyed, on the 
South side the outermost one on the land side, and the 
French are making docks on the North side to winter their 
gunboats in, 

Latest—We have just got intelligence of another action hav 
ing taken place close to Peking, in which the Chinese have been 
again well thrashed ; they have now fallen back on Peking to 
make a stand, there are a large number of guus mounted on the 
walls, It is expected that our troops are in Peking by this 
time, as they followed them up close. No other particulars of 
the engagement bes yet arrived. The English mail arrived up 
here, and we are all much disgusted at being left to the tender 
mercies of Lord C. Paget about our extra pey; we thought 
Baillie Cochrane would have known better. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORBSRPONDEST.) 
‘Tane-Cuow, Sept. 23. ~ 

The allied forces have encamped near here after as hard & 
journey from Tien-tsin—through fields of out mille-—as can be- 
imagined. I can assure you thet our hardships have been little- 
short of the Crimean campaign ; and considering the difficulties, 
our army is in first-rate order. Of course we have not made a 
hardship of it. 

On the 18th, as our advanced column was moving on towards. 
Tang-Chow, they were fired on from an earthwork where some 
brass guns were mounted ; the fire was returned by our Ar- 
tillery, when a party of 25,000 or 30,000 Tartar Cavalry were 
observed in the town behind. They were charged by the Seikh 
Cavalry and French, and the earthwork was attacked at the 
same time. About 2,000 Tartars were killed, and above 50 
guns taken, as well as a large quantity of ammunition, and the 
whole force routed. We had 16 or 18 wounded, none killed, 
but one since died of his wounds. This success is unfortunately 
more than counterbalanced by the capture of Mr. HS. Parkes, 
and others. It appears that he, accompanied by Messrs. H. 
Loch, De Normann, Boulby (Zimes’ correspondent), Anderson 
(Fane’s Horse), and Brabazon (Royal Artillery), went oa from 
the front to Tang-chow to make arrangements for the encamp- 
ment of the army, and the supply of provisions, A spot was 
fixed on where the advanced column should encamp, but on the 
above-named party returning to the forces, they discovered 
that the Tartar Cavalry were occupying the ground agreed upon 
for our encampment. Mr. Parkes immediately rode back to 
Tang-chow to remonstrate, and the others of his party fol- 
lowed him, together with 12 or 15_Sowars, when they were 
captured, . 

Since our success at Taku this is the first overt act of hos- 
tility that has taken place. On the whole line of march the 
people have shown their fears by closing their houses in all the 
towns and villages passed through, yet supplies were procurable 
at all the halting places, until the city was reached by the ad. 
vanced column, ‘The same proposal was made here to the chief 
people in the place that they should establish a market, but 
they refused to do so. It then became necessary to take forci- 
bly what was required, and pay for it; this they also opposed, 
and shut up their houses ; the consequence was that the stores 
were broken open by authority, necessary supplies seized, and 
the example being thus set, other houses were soon entered, the 
inmates fled, and a general looting was practised. In some 
pawubroker’s shops were found large quantities of gold and 
silver bars, ingots, and ornaments, which fell, to those who dis- 
covered them first. 

After Mr. Wade's arrival with Lord Elgin at the front, when 
these events occurred, he went to Tang-chow to make inquiries, 
but only Icarnt that the foreigners had left that place on the 
previous morning. He then went to a Tartar encampment close 
by, with a flag of truce, and was then fired upon. 

Captain R, Dew arrived, a few days ago, with a flotilla of more 
than thirty boats, bringing commissariat stores. They found 
the river very shallow in some places, but seldom under two 
feet ; cightecn inches might be depended on. They wero three 
days coming up, the tido ending soon after quitting Tien-tsin, 
and the current running down about two knota an hour. Since 
they arrived, other boats have passed for the French camp, 
few miles higher up the river. This is the driest soason of the 
year, and the drought has been unusually long. 

On the 21st the forces went out to mcet the Tartars, who wero 
30,000 strong, and spread over some six or seven miles of 





ground, evidently with the intention of surrounding us. By 
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manwuvring our troops, however, they became divided, when 
they were attacked and thoroughly routed, and after crossing the 
canal disappeared. 

Some Chinese officials have come in to Lord Elgin and say 
that the missing party is safely lodged and properly treated ina 
large public building at Peking: 

The Emoperor’s brother is now appointed Chief Commissioner 
te make peace, and pretends to repudiate the hostile.acts of the 
miliraty, but no reliance is placed on this, as it is believed they 
will not allow thé Allies to enter Peking without an attempt to 
prevent them. 

A flag of truea has come in, with large supplies of provisions. 
This may save Tang-chow, but it, is believed to be only another 
attempt to gain time, : 

Peking is in sight about 7 or 8 miles distant by road, Tang- 
chow about 3 or 4, and the eneampment is situated between 
the two, and on the Canal which runs from the Peiho to 
Peking. 

His Imperial Majesty Hien Fung has, according to report, re- 
solved to follow the example of the last King of the Ming dy- 
nasty, and put an end to his own existence, as soon as the 
barbarian enters his capital, He scorns the idea of running 
away, ‘ 

¥ROM ANCTHEB CORRESPONDENT. 
Hoya Kone, 13th October. 

It will be evident to folks at home now, that there is some 
reality about a Chinese war, and it is not all “ play pidgin” 
as itused to be, Of the eaptureof our new (C. B. Mr. Parkes 
and others, you will hear. Reinforcements of about 150 men 
of the 102nd Regiment (French), who have just arrived from 
France by the mail, went forward yesterday to Shanghai, as also 
Lady Grant and Sir Mordaunt Wells, the Chief Justice of Cal- 
cutta, who is on a tour for his health. What the prospects are 
for a final settlement of the war, it would be, I think, unwise 
to attempt to foretel. We are in for a winter in Peking now, 
that is certain. The Chinese, it appears, only parley and offer 
to treat, in order to gain time to make further resistance. 
The last barrier to our entrance and occupation of Peking is 
now reached, and by next mail you will hear of the Allied 
armies being quartered therein, for Lord Elgin and Sir Hope 
Grant will not now be hurried into any concession. Their op- 
portunity was lost at Tien-tsin, and the Chinese must now pay 
the penalty.

Sugar 
and candy are steady at $6 to $6°50, and sapanwood $3 75

Pel uronm.—The principal part of the business doing is in teas 
for the Shanghai market. Goods adapted to Chinese consump- 
tion continue neglected, on account of the unsatisfactory reports 
from China ; but upon the revival of trade there, a large busi-. 
ness will quickly follow. Our quotations are as follows :—Green 
teas, common mixed, $6 to $8 ; good common, $12 to $15; 
medium, $16 to $18; fine to finest, $20 to $24 per picul. 
Raw silk; small stock, $3 to $5; per catty Copper, $20 to $26

CHINA. 
SHANGHAL 
The North China Herald has the following items on the 
rebellion, It appears now certain that the object of the rebels 
in advancing on Shanghai was to be near to foreigners, in order 
to obtain arms and ammunition, 
Our Chinese correspondent asserts that the insurgents in 








their march on Shanghai showed more mercy than they usually 
do. This did not prevent the utmost consternation from taking 
possession of the inhabitants of the five Hsiens of Shanghai— 
Tsing-poo, Chia-ting, Hwa-ting, and Lao-hsion—who fancicd that 
the Imperial authorities, having noither moncy nor soldiers, would 
leave them to their fate. They are preparing a testimonial for 
the English and French. at the some time they intend request- 
ing that the troops may sweep the country clean, They went 
to the two Consuls yesterday with documents, and were pros 
mised that the affair should be referred to the Allied Ministers, 
whereupon the deputation withdrew, 

On the 21st Sept. a fire broke out in the Waloo, destroying 
some 150 houses, and indeed demolishing half the place. 

SWATOW. 

From Swatow we hear of the bombardment of another unfor- 
tunate village, This time H.M.’s gunboat Weasel has been the 
assailing party. Certain information of the names of the 
Chinese who made the attack on Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co.'s agent’s house, on Double Island, the planner of the raid 
and the disposer of the plunder, being obtained by the British 
Consul, the gunboat on the 16th Sept., left this port for the 
village of Boehoey, situate up the Haimun Creek. After a 
delay of three days for the local authorities, who on the plea of 
the diminutive size of the attacking force and the dread of the 
villagers’ vengeance being turned towards themselves in 
case of the defeat which they anticipated, ultimately re- 
fused to assist. The usual demand in such cases 
being made, ie. restoration of plunder and the delivery af 
ringleaders, and compliance being refused by tho vilagers, who 
did not attempt to deny their participation in the robbery, the 
gun-boat tried the persuasive powers of shot and shell: im 
effectually as far as obtaining any desire for treating was con- 
cerned. A landing party was sent on shore with a howitzer, 
and were driven back to their boats—providentially without 
mishap. The gunboat then taking another and superior posi- 
tion to the former, threw more shell amongst the houses, and 
sent aboat into observe their effect. The boat, with an officer 
and four men were taken prisoners, lured, as has since been 
heard, by a letter being held up. The Weasel had, of course, to 
withdraw for fear of compromising their safety. Letters have 
been received from the prisoners, who appear to suffer more 
from anxiety of mind than from their wounds or personal dis- 
comforts. The gunboat returned to Double Island on the 1st 
October to await reinforcements. The steamer Undine had 
arrived all safe at Swatow, on the Ilth She behaved very well 
in a heavy seaway. 

HONG KONG. 

The Hong Kong Register has the following summary of pro- 
ceedings at this place:—“But little of local tinterest ‘has 
transpired since the date of last mail. A most unusual activity 
prevails in building enterprises, which promiso to improve the 
town in every quarter. Every available spot of ground is seized 
upon with avidity, while new land is being brought into exist- 
ence by extending the sea frontage, and filling in low lands. 
The Abuses Commission Inquiry makes haste slowly, and is 
almost as near a termination as it was in August.” The Friend 
of China has, we hear, made its debut at Canton ; but we have 
not been fortunate encugh to receive the first copy.

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The Batavia folks have had a visit from the Japanese Am- 
bassadors, who are on their way home from New York, in the 
United States steam frigate Viagara, The Niagara coaled at 
Onrust, and left for Japan on the 10th of October. Whilst 
the politeness of the Americans to those who visited their 
ship was very much praised, the childish jealousy with which 
the visitor, were prevented from holding anyfintercourse with the 
Japanese caused much dissatisfaction. Itreally looks asif America 
now wished to monopolise that which she formerly grudged to Hol- 
land. Meanwhile, we would remark that the manifestation of this 
feeling of jealousy and envy on the part of the Dutch is ex- 
cecdingly ill-timed and in bad taste. The Americans deserve 
credit for theirent: rprise. Theirexpedition to Japan was productive 
of great benefit not only to themselves, but to commerce and 
trade gencrally, ‘The tone of the Batavia journals is altogether 


uncalled for, and will only result in exciting the animosity of | Fe 


Jonathan, without in any manner reflecting credit on the 
Dutch. 

The news from Banjermassing is still very gloomy. The 
Dutch troops had been beaten{back with the loss of several 
officers, killed and wounded. The Gotiorp, laden with guns 
and stores for the Amoor, has put into Batavia. 

HLM. Surveying schooner Sarucen has arrived here from the 
Straits of Banca. The report of the Commander with reference 
to the work accomplished is most satisfactory, and shows that 
considerable energy has been brought to bear in the task under- 
taken. The officers of the Saracen wereallowed three months to com- 
plete the survey of the Straits, but they have done the work in 
eight weeks—and done it weil, too. A new route has been found, 
which will greatly expedite the passage of vessels through the 
Straits. We stated some weeks ago, thet ships bound through had 
always hitherto hugged the Sumatra Coast, and that it usnally re- 
quired eight or ten days’ sailing to get through. By keep- 
ing along the coast of Banca Island, however, all the diffi- 
culties are at once removed, and the passage through can 
always be accomplished in two days, The tides meet 
about midway in the Straits, at Nanka Islands, and 
ships taking advantage of the tides, always get through 
in forty-eight hours, even if there is no wind to assist them. 
This is « very important discovery, and cannot be too promi- 
nently brought to the notice of ship masters. We are therefore 
glad to learn that a new Chart of Banca Straits has been finished 
and placed in the Harbour Master's office here, for inspection. 
We also notice with pleasure that full sailing directions 
are to be printed immediately and sent down to Anjer, for the 
guidance of ships coming from England. Hitherto, British 
ships have been mainly dependent upon Dutch surveys and 
Dutch charts of these waters, to the reproach of the British 
Government. We are glad that at last we have an accurate 
survey, by English enterprise, of a dangerous and intricate 
passage, but a passage which is largely availed of by British 
vessels, 

Lieut. Armstrong, of the Madras Artillery, proceeded in tho 
steamer Shandon to Malacca, to reliove Lieut. Shortland, of the 
same corps, commanding the artillery at Malacca. The latter 
officer will come on here and proceed to Labuan to relieve the 
artillery officer at that station. 

We hear sad accounts of hurricanes and storms in Nether- 
Jands India, A hurricane passed over Kadoe from the south- 
west, accompanied with hail the size of a pigcon’s egg. Houscs 
were torn in picccs, trees uprooted, and much damage done. 
At Celebes, also, there had been severe storms, The 
British brig Coreyra, Captain Waleson, was totally lost at Djam- 
brana (Bali) on the night of the 23rd September. The authc- 
rities sent a cruiscr to render assistance. The cargo consisting 
of 3000 bags rice, and 250 piculs coffee, destined for Singa- 
pore, was all lost. Crew saved. The wreck is advertised for 
sale, :

The 
settlements at Shanghai are reported to be 1,000 chests Ningchow and 
Oopack Congou at 30 to 32 taels. 2,500 chests Hoochow ditto at 20 to 
23 taels, and 800 chests Shanghai packed ditto at 15 to 18 taels; 7 choy 
of contract Ningchow Congous Rave been delivered, and considerable 

uantities of Oopack and Ningchow are expected at Ningpo very shortly. 

e stock for sale upon the market is reported—3,500 chests Oopaek, 
Ningchow and Hoochow, and 4,000 chests old and Shanghai packed. In 
‘other kinds than Congou there is nothing doing, ‘There are 500 pkgs. old, 
and 200 ditto new Flowery Pckoe upon the market, but there is no demand. 
Greens,—There have been no direct arrivals, but some Pingsueys have 
been brought to market via Ningpo. Settlements of these have been 
made to the extent of 2,000 half chests, and 1,750 ten-catty boxes at 
rates not reported. At Canton about eighty chops of the new Oonams and 
Oopacks have arrived down, and about twenty more are expected.

RUSSIA, 
(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Persessure, Nov. 20. 

Official accounts Have been received here from the Amoor, 
stating that some unpleasant differences had occurred on the 
Mandschurian frontier. It appears that for some time pre- 
viously the Hussian advanced posts had been insulted and 
threatened by the more numerous troops on the other side, 
until at last Lieutenant Filimonoff, the officer commanding the 
Russian picquet, considered himself justified, to escape any 
disastrous consequences, in abandoning the frontier post and 
retreating with his men to the interior of the Russian territory. 
“In consequence of this disgraceful conduct in abandoning his 
post,” says the despateh, “Lieut. Filimonoff has been sus- 
pended, and will be cashiered if the sentenee is confirmed.” In 
the meantime the frentier post has been reinstated in its former 
position, and considerably strengthened both in poiut: of num- 
bers and additional works of defence, and it may confidently be 
predicted that the aggressive neighbours, as lately in the case of 
the Khikanzes, will be severely punished for their infraction of 
the peace between the two nations. 

A private letter from the Amoor, which I have had an oppor- 
tunity to peruse, contains the following extraordinary circum- 
stance + 

“A few day o Lieutenant Maneffsky, in command of the military 
post established t atte pore of St. Olga, sent two of the men belonging te 
the 27th equipage of the fleet, named Lissine and Nazaroff, to carry a 
despatch to the Russian Stanitza on the Ussuri. On their return Nazaroff 
remained some distanes behind, to shoot partridges, whilst Lissine conti- 
nued to ride on leisurely, and presently heard the report of a gun. After 
the lapse of half-axhout the latter stopped to await his comrade, but as he 
did not make his appearance, he remounted his horse, and rode back in 
search ofhim. Ata distance of three or four wersts he saw on the road 
some traces of blood, them diseevered some tora clothes and mangled re- 
mains of a human and identified the maval cap of his comrade as 
bogie his gum, wbleh wee beat a8 Ht fro the otis of a.severe blow. He 
no e doi ia companion na victim to a passin;

AxmsTerDam, Nov, 92 

The official Steats Courant publishes the text of the Royal 
Decree of October 27, No. 68, containing the new regulations 
for the admittance and residence of European foreigners in 
Netherlands India, which place great restrictions on their per 
sonal liberty and free movements. Strangers arriving in those 
eolonies must now be furnished with a passport, emanating from, 
or else eised by, the Colonial Minister at home, or else Ambas- 
sadora or Consuls of the Netherlands in foreign conntries. After 
giving a satisfactory account of themselves and their object in 
visiting the Dutch possessions, they will be furnished with a 
written permission to reside there for six months, at the ex- 
piration of which period the permission must be renewed fronx 
month to month. The above regulations extcnd only to those 
ports opened for general foreign trade. In all others no stranger 
will be, allowed to land or reside unless furnished with a special 
permission to that effect from the Governor-general in writing. 

A great sensation has been made on its becoming known that 
M. Gallois, the fortunate holder of one of the lately renewed 
sugur contracts in Java has sold his interest in the same to Mr, 
B. Andreas, for the comfortable sum of 275,000 florins. Most 
of the journals in this country give vent to their feelings of in- 
dignation and disgust at this act of favouritism. “ We wish 
each of our subscribers,” says the Amsterdam Iandelablad, “a 
similar pieve of good fortune, but fear they will not obtain it 
unless they have the luck to command such powerful minis- 
terial iuflucnce as that of the gentleman above-named.”

Tn accordance with the Royal Decree, mentioned in my last 
letter, orders have been given conjointly by the Ministers for 
War and the Colonies, to enlist no more Belgians, Swiss, or 
Germans, so that in future the foreign recruits engaged for 
service in Netherlands India, will be confined to Norwegians, 
Swedes, and Danes. 

A Bill has been introduced in the States-general by Ministers, 
-on the subject of postage. The chief feature of the measure 
is to charge ono uviform rate of 5 cents, or one penny, on all 
letters weighing less than 15 wigtjes, throughout the whole king- 
-dom-of the Netherlands, without any reference to the distance.

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THE WAR IN CHINA. 
ADVANCE UPON PEKING. : 

The following telegrams were published in the daily 
‘papers on the 12th inst. :— 

A telegram was received on the 11th instant from Her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul at Marseilles, stating that it was reported from 
Hong Kong, on September 26, that the negotiations with the 
Chinese had not been brought to any satisfactory point, and that 
the Allied army had commenced its march upon Peking. 

The settlement of negotiations is delayed owing to the ques- 
tion of the money indemnity. Tho Allied troops are marching 
on Peking, where Sang-ko-lin-sin is reported to be present with 
alarge force. There is difficulty in providing carriage, as the 
coolies are deserting. Two thousand men protect Tien-tsin. 
Lord Elgin followed the troops on the 9th of September. 

The rebels are inactive at Shanghai. 

‘Trade is obstructed at Canton by the rebels. 

The Morning Post and Globe on the 12th gave out as authentic, 
nd backed up the same with leading articles to remove any 
doubts on the subject, that “ peace had been concluded,” and 
that a telegram had been received by Government from Sir 
Hope Grant, dated 26th Sept., to the effect that he was pre- 
paring to embark his forces. The fact of our latest dates from 
Hong Kong being only up to the 28th Sept. by the present mail, 
and that by the most rapid conveyance, advices could not be 
received from Tien-tsin under ten days, should have been suffi- 
cient for the writers of these statements, that the thing was 
simply impossible. 

OFFICIAL DESPATCHES ON THE REBEL ATTACK UPON 
SHANGHAL 


The following despatches have been published in the London 
Gazette -— 





Head Quarters, Tien-Tsin, September 2. 
 Sir,—I have the honour to report, that on the 24th of August a pri- 
vate letter was received from Lieutenant-colonel March, Royal Marines, 
commanding at Shanghai, stating that reliable information had arrived 
of the intention of the rebels to attack the city. 

“ The garrison of Shanghai then consisted of one company of Marine 
Artillery, about 400 of Royal Marine Light Infantry, and the Loodianah 
Regiment of Sikhs. I accordingly despatched the 44th Regiment 
forthwith to reinforce them, and sent Brigadier Jephson to take the 
command. 

« On the 27th of August, a rt arrived, informing me that the 
rebels had actually attacked Shanghai, and had been repulsed. 

“ Before leaving Shanghai, in June last, I had instructed the officer 
commanding at Chusan, to send reinforcements to that place if called 
upon ; and sceordingly a force, as per margin,® arrived there from Chu- 
san on the 17th of gus. On the 18th the rebels attacked the city, 
but were repulsed; and on the 20th of August they made a demonstra- 
tion against the foreign settlement, but retired on being fired into. I 
enclose a copy of Colonel March's reports of these affairs. 

« | have since heard that the rebels have retired altogether, and do not 
intend to molest Shanghai any further.

Ithas been reported to me that placards were found on the walls of the 
convent, announcing their return in ten days; they are now, I understand, 
at aplace called Si-pool, about 15 miles off, 

“2. From the accounts I have received, I am inclined to think that 
the force they brought down to Shanghai did not exceed 3,000 men. 

“3. Captain Budd, of the Royal Marines, the senior officer within 
the city, opeaks highly of the steadiness of the Royal Marines and Madras 
Artillery, under Ca tain M'Intyre, of the latter corps, and that of the 
company of Royal Marines under Lieutenant O'Grady, and the detach- 
ment of the Regiment of Loodianah, under Captain Maxwell and Cava- 
nah ; the accuracy of the fire kept up at the various posts, is proved by 
the loss which the rebels, it is ascertained, suffered, 

“4, With the zeal and activity displayed by Lieutenant Glasse, of the 
Regiment of Loodianah, commanding at the Ningpo joss-house, I have 
every reason to be satisfied. 

«5. The firing of the Royal Marine Artillery, under Lieutenant Wil- 
liams, from the racecourse on the 20th was also very good. 

“6. Her Majesty's ships Nimrod and Pioneer, the former moored off 
the settlement, and the latter above the city, did good service with their 
long-range guns. 

“7, I wish to bring to the notice of his Excellency, the spirited con- 
duct of Mr. Interpreter Forest, in volunteering to take the notification 
sent by the commanding officers of the Allied forces to the camp of the 
rebels on the 22nd instant ; he was attended in his somewhat dangerous 
undertaking by private Phillips, of the Royal Marines, likewise a 
volunteer, who carried a flag of truce.

« ¢ Le, Imperial Commissioner of the Sovereign reigning in virtue of 
the True Decree of Heaven, &c., hereby issues a notification, 

««¢ Whereas the appointed period of the Tsing (Mantchoo) dynasty 
having expired, the true Lord was sent into the world to save it, 
And I, having been honoured with his command to perform the work of 
Heaven by punishing the crimes (of the rejected dynasty), have, from 
the time I rose in the cause of right in Kwang-se, never fought a battle 
without conquering, and never attacked a city without taking it. 

“« Ashort time back, on our armies occupying Soochow, your coun- 
tries once and again us to come to Shanghai to discuss personally 
the various matters connected with foreign trade. Hence it was, that 
after retaking Sing-Keang I came hither, not to seek a quarrel and to 
fight with foreign nations, but to offer them a treaty of open commerce. 

“+ And on now perusing the communication of your countries, [am in 
the highest degree surprised at the extravagant perversity of its language. 

«© T would submit to you that I, under the loyal Prince, have the 
general command of a large body of officers and of an innumerable army, 
and could have no difficulty in causing the instantaneous destruction of 
an insignificantly small city, such as Shanghai. When I, therefore, come 
to the place, and station my troops motionless before it, it is really in 
aspirit of pure regard and of consideration for our common faith. Had I 
at once ordered a hostile advance, the members of the same house would 
have been turning against each other, and we could not have failed to 
incur the ridicule of the Tsing dynasty. 

« © With the Tsing dynasty your nations have now a quarrel; you can- 
not have forgotten the battle of Tien-tsin. But our State in at present 
carrying on a war, has no other object than to in our own country. 
We are at enmity with the Tsing dynasty, but with foreign nations we 
have no quarrel. 

«« Your countries attach much importance to open commerce and trade. 
Now, the advantages to be obtained from us would be than thore 
given by the Tsing dynasty, for, after the establishment of peaceful rela- 
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tions with us, unrestricted commerce might be carried on tall places 
without exception. . 

« But the wild and fallacious nature of the communication which has 
reached us is such as renders it quite inexplicable, 1 mnst conclude that 
there is no consideration for the feeling that should tmake usof one mind, 
in virtue of our common religion, and that there is, it may be, anintention 
of seeking a quarrel. . 

«« For these reasons, I hereby issue a notification for the common infor- 
mation of the foreign nations (at Shanghai). If you desire to carry on 
open commerce, in accordance with an agreement, you can at once come 
and consult on the terms of an agreement. If, however, it is your wish to 
take difficulties and to engage in hostilities, then my troops move as a 
flood, my commands go forth unchangeable as the hills, and we cam only 
await the time when victory and defeat declare themselves. 1 trust you 
will not bring sorrow on yourselves.

THE CAMPAIGN IN CHINA. 
THE TIMES. 


The outery against the Chinese War of 1857 has now almost died 
away; even faction is ashamed to repeat the charges which were advanced 
against the European community in the East less than three years ago. 
Every succeeding month has brought to light fresh proofs of the degrada- 
tion and worthlessness of the Chinese Government, and has shown that, if 
Europeans are to remain in safety in its territory, we must make up our 
minds to resent every insult and to panish every offence committed against 
us. Such as was Yeh, such is Kweiliang, and such is Haugki. Man- 
darins, whether at the North or the South, are not to be trusted, inas- 
much as sincerity in dealing with barbarians would be the greatest of 
crimes in the eyes of the Central Government, If English readers wish 
for a specimen of the manner in which their Soustryamen have been 
treated in every matter, small and great, for the last 18 years, then let 
them listen to the history of the negotiations at Tien-tsin. At the cap- 
ture of the Taku Forts the loss inflicted om the Tartar army had been 
considerable, but the terror spread among them by the attack and the 
murderous arms of the Europeans was still more important. They fled, 
the officers themselves making no halt until they had placed a great dis- 
tance between themselves and the Armstrong guns, The letter we print 
to-day speaks of the difficulties in the nature of the country to an ad- 
vancing force, and the little use which had been made of these obstacles 
by the Chinese, Having retired from the field in such haste as to leave 
every bridge standing, the Tartar generals, no doubt, sent such despatches 
to Peking as induced the Chinese Court to feign a desire to negotiate. 
‘We hear much of barbarian cunning, yet it would seem impossible for a 
civilised plenipotentiary of average capacity to be inveigled by such shal- 
low devices as those to which the Imperial Mandarins had recourse on the 
present occasion. ‘These personages seem to have considered that we 
were still the English of 1842 and 1858, and that all the old tricks con- 
cerning a reference to Peking and the limited nature of their own au- 
thority would succeed in delaying us, as they had done before. With 
these views they began prevaricating at their very first interview, in the 
early part of September. Possibly, they may have at first obtained some 
credence, and it may have been under the influence of Kweiliang’s first 
blandishments that Sir Hope Grant sent off the despatch which was the 
cause of the recent false anticipations of peace. However, we are glad to 
say, for the credit of our negotiators, that the Mandarins were quickly 
wade sensible of their mistake, and taught that when a country like Eng- 
Jand is forced into a third war within a term of twenty years the conse- 
quences are likely to be serious to the State whose weakness and 
perfidy provoke the conflict ‘ * ‘ . . Unusual 
fromptitude seems to have marked the conduct of the authorities 
on this occasion, The rupture of negotiations took place on the 7th, 
and on the 8th the army moved forward on Peking. On the 9th Lord 
Elgin followed, and on the 11th the outposts of the allicd force had 
reached a place called Yung-tsun, forty-five miles from Peking. We 
may presume, then, that by the middle of the month the English and 
French were under the walls of the capital, and that, if the Chinese were 
disposed to resist, another battle must have been fought about this time. 
The anticipation in camp seems, however, to have been, that the Tartar 
army had becn too much frightened to venture on any further resistance. 
The country people, who received our troops hospitably enough, reported 
that the Tartar army had been entirely cowed by the European artillery, 
and it is most probable that the appearance of the allies in the neighbour- 
hood of Pcking will be the signal for other overtures on the part of the 
Imperial Mandarins. It is possible that negotiations may have taken place 
which will allow the army to re-embark before the approach of winter, 
but, on the whole, we cannot be sanguine of an: 
paign. It seems far more likely that the capital has been taken and occu- 
Pied, and that it will be held through the whole winter. Nor can there be 
any reason to anticipate danger from such a proceeding. The enormous 
city into which the allies will penetrate is capable of giving shelter to a 
force fifty times larger than that which will visit it, anit is to be hoped, 
for the credit of the Commanders, that they will not scruple to take pos- 
session of the best quarters for themselves and the troops under their 
command. The Chinese Government has no claim on our forbearance, 
Its conduct has becn marked throughout by every form of duplicity, and 
itis our duty to teach the besotted Emperor and his favourites that the 
piles of natures cannot be violated with impunity and we hope to hear

But with 
a force such as he had to fall back upon in the month of September,~t 
will be hard indeed if he has not made his own terms. Unless they secure 
to us complete indemnity for the past, and sufficient guarantees of our 
peaceful intercourse for the future, the results of Lord Elgin's second mis 

sion to China will hardly excite so much extravagant approval as was 

elicited by the treaty of Tien-tain. 


THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 
(The Times.) 

A war which is anderstood to be conducted without any disturbance of 
commercial intercourse between the belligerents may naturally be attended 
with other peculiarities of its own, and so the same Commander-in-Chief 
who reports the victory over the Imperialists records also with equal satise 
faction & victory over the insurgents. This, however, is not the 
view taken by the insurgents themselves. ‘They profess themselves unable 
to comprehend how two parties havmg a common enemy, and, as they 
ingeniously add, a common religion, can be the enemies of each other. 
They pretend to be mystified by this triangular duel, and inquire hy we 
should interfere to thwart proceedings addressed to the very object which 
we ourselves bave at heart. That is the substance of the little Sate pares 
inclosed in Sir Hope Grant's despatch which we yesterday published, and 
the document is undoubtedly calculated to embrace the elready consider- 
able reputation of Chinese diplomatists for scuteness and cunning. When 
the main body of the allied forces sailed for the Peiho a garrison was left 
at Shanghai, the British division of which was under the command of 
Colonel March] of the Royal Marins,) who was further empowered to 
draw upon the reserves at Chusan for amy necessary reinforcements. Tt 
was anticipated, in fact, that the rebels, whose devastations had been carried 
up to the environs of Shanghai, might venture upon attacking the city 
itself. This would be an extraondinaly piece of audacity in men who 
hitherto confined themselves to the pillage and massacre of defenceless 
communities; but, as the Kuropess garrison was small, and the insurgent 
army large, there was reason for suspecting that they might make the 
attempt. These apprehensions were justified by the event. At the very 
time that we were preparing our attack on the imperialists in the Taka 
Forts the insurgents were preparing an attack upon us in Shanghai, and on 
the 18th of August the assault was actually made. Before hostilities com= 
menced, however, Colonel March issued 2 proclamation, in which he 
briefly announced that if any of the “ bodies of armed men” presumed to 
be in the vicinity of the town should approach the positions occupied by 
the garrison, they would be received as enemies, and dealt with accordingly. 
The military curtness of this notice, which was delivered atthe rebel camp, 
provoked a remonstrance from Le, the insurgent commander, who argues 
the case with infinite dexterity. He observes that the Mantchoo dynasty 
is near its end—a conclusion which must have appeared probable to our 
own authorities also. He claims to be of the Christian religion, and iden= 
ifies his causet with ours so completely as to speak of the ‘lies amd insur 
gents as ‘members of the same house.” This being premised, he ina 
quires why there should be any quarrel between us, and asks, with some 

int, whether we should not “ incur the ridicule” of the Court of Pekin, 

yy consuming in private strife the forces which ought to be concentrated. 
against ® common foe? As to his advance on Shanghai, he came thereto 
offer a commercial treaty,—nothing more. He does us the justice to re- 
mark that we <‘attach mach importance to commerce and trade,” 
and he proceeds accordingly to outbid the Imperialists on this score. 
Hore, therefore, were two parties with a common purpose no con- 
flicting interests, and why should one of them threaten to fire upon the 
other?

They soon retreated before the fire of the Luropeans, and the garrison has 
since been 20 strongly reiuforced that no renewal of the attempt need be 
anticipated. By this time even the most sanguine of our countrymen in 
China have discovered the falsity of the character originally attributed to 
the rebellion.

They are cowards, with a profound contempt 
for life. They are exclusive, with a strong propensity to roam. They 
are savage and sanguinary in their customs, with inlinite docility and 
<ontentedness of disposition. They are all for trade, and yet it costs us 
a series of wars to trade with them. More than any people on the face of 
the earth they are prewed by the necessity of living. They are at one 
ead of the scale while the West Indian negro is at the other. A China- 
man of the Eastern provinces has to strive and tug for life, and, though he 
will surrender this iife without fear, and even sell it for a consideration, he 
struggles hard to preserve it. He will buy and sell with anybody, work 
for anybody, and under certain conditions, fight for anybody. He has a 
keen eye to his own interests, and yet takes a remarkably broad view of 
cee in general. He is the man of all others in the world who ought to 
be the most anxious to keep on good terms with those who buy his gonds 
and bring him money, whereas these are the very relations which we have 
hitherto found it impossible to maintain in peace. Does thefaultlie with 
the Tartar aristocracy enthroned at Peking? If so, we trust that the next 
taail will bring us intelligence of a new era and more pacific prospects. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
The event which has occupied the attention of the United States for 
the last four years has at Tength come to pass, and virtoally, although not as 
yet legally, Mr. Lincoln has besn elected the president, and Mr. Hamlyn 
‘the vice-president, of the American Confederacy. The event had 
been long foreseen, and will surprise nobody who has paid the least atten- 
tion to American politics. It is the natural reaction against the outrages 
and excesses of 1855 and 1856, the protest of the freest and best educated 
pert of the American people against the acts of high-handed violence and 
ression which the advent of Mr. Buchanan to power. If 
South has at length found that it is not omnipotent in the councils of 
the country, that unpleasant discovery is owing to the foolish and intempe- 
wate use which the South has made of its prosperity. While demand- 
img the most implicit respect for its own opinions, the South has 
been even ostentatious in proclaiming a bitter and cynical eon- 
te for the opinions and the feelings of others, Slavery has 
been defended as the normal and perfect state of human society, and the 
North has been bitterly tauted with its honcst industry, and the cearse- 
ness of manners which the fastidious Soothern planter traces to that cause. 
While claiming for itself the seonapol of the government of the United 
States, the South has constantly hel language of disaffection, and the 
United States have been ruled by a party which was perpetually talking 
of disuniting them. So far from wondering that these things should have 
produced the result we have just witnessed, it has long ay d to us im. 
Possible that they should not. Mankind, if ruled at ail, must be ruled 
Gither by force or persuasion. The South could not employ the former, 
and have long substituted the language of provocation and defiance for the 
latter. But these and many other circumstances, while they fully account 
for the change which has taken place, tend very considerably to diminish 
®s significance. Had the South becn always reasonable and conciliatory, 
‘we must have regarded the election of Mr. Lincoln as evidence of an in 
tolerance of the very institution of slavery which might portend results 
fatal to the stability of the Union ; but the South has really taken so much 
pains to bring’the present result to pass that it has no right to be surprised 
At its own success.— Times 














Tue Faexcu in SHancuat.—A Mr. Flowers, Vicar of Tealby, 
writes The Times. In a letter from my nephew, aged 16. He says :— 
The French, like fools, have set the town on fire,—what for Ido not 
know. The French soldiers behaved in the most cruel way; they gave 
the Chinamen a very short warning to quit their houses. When the time 
was up they set the Chinese town on fire. It is built of wood, and hun- 
reds of sick were burned.

No; they shook their heads and poitited to the 
feapot. So they picked them up, carried them across the moat, up to 
their waists in water, and sent them off all safe.”

Maccowan ano 1s CuingsE Teacuer,—We were informed 
some time ago that Dr. Macgowan had discovered that his teacher was a 
parloiner of property and an impostor ; it was, however, a private matter, and 
unfit for newspaper comment, but as the faithloss man, at the instigation of 
certain parties, undertook to extort from his benefactor by a legal proce- 
dure, it is proper to make the facts known. The Doctor, on first landing 
in London, was so unfortunate as to find himself in a todging-house, the 
waster of which was in prison. His wife beceme so fund of the Celestial 
that Dr. M., after a few days, was obliged to remove him, taking up 
his residence with Mr. Summers, who, as professor of Chinese in King’s 
College, had several young men es private pupils (two of whom, 
brothers, were studying for commercial life in China). The 
Chinaman managed to keep up communication with his admirer, 
and was finally aided to return to the house, making himself their 
teacher! The woman, her liberated husband, and the other par- 
ties, finding the business less profitable than was expected, concocted a 
plan (to the Doctor, whom they had already injured, by threatening 
a lawsuit), in which the said lodging-house keeper was to testify that the 
Chinaman had been starved. ‘They have had the prudence to give that 
matter ap. We, ourselves, who to see bima at the time in ques- 
tion, can aver that he did mot appear badly offin the way of “ chow chow;” 
in fact, he appeared uncommonly sleek. 

Tre New G.C.B. anp K.C.B.—Major-General Sir James Ho) 
Grant, K.C.B., whose elevation to the highest rank of the Order of the 
Bath d in our last, is the fifth son of the late Francis Grant, Esq., of 
Kilgraston and Pitcaithly, North Britain, the head of one of the best of 
the old “county families” of Perthshire; his mother was Anne, eldest 
daughter of Robert Oliphant, Esq., of Rossie, Postmaster-General of 
Scotland. He was born on the J8th of January, 1808, and entered the 
army as cornet in 1826. He served in China under thelate Lord Saltoun, 
and subsequently in India, under Lords Gough and Hardinge. He was 
present at the Battle of Sobraon, where he commanded the 9th Lancers, 
as also in the Punjab in 1858-9. | He was also present at the engagements 
of Ramnuggur, Chilianwallah, and Goojerat, and took an active part in the 
suppression of the Indian mutiny in 1857-8, for his services, on which 
occasion he was made a Knight Commander of the Order of the Bath. He 
became a major-gencral in the army in 1838. His recent service in 
China are too well known to our readers to need being repeated here. 
Sir James, according to the Cotnty Families, married in 1847 Helen, 
daughter of Mr. B. Tayler.—Rear-Admiral James Hope, C.B., of 
Carriden, county Linlithgow, who is now elevated, for his services in 
China, is the only son of the late Rear-Admiral Sir George Johnstone- 
Hope, K.C.B. (son of the Hon. Charles Hope- Vere, of Craigie-hall, and 
grandson of the first Earl of Hopetoun), by his first wife, the Lady Jemima 
Hope-Jobnstone, fifth daughter of James, third Earl of Hopetoun. He 
was born on the Sed of March, 1808, and married in August, 1838, the 
Hon. Frederica Eliza Kinnaird, second daughter of Charles, eighth Lord 
Kinnaird in the Peerage of Scotland, but was left a widower in May, 1856. 
He entered the Royal Naval College in 1820, joined his first ship in 1622, 
and having served on the West Indian and Mediterranean stations, was 

romoted to lieutenant ia 1827. He escorted Lord William Bentinck to 

India in 1828, became flag-lieutenant to the late Admiral Lord Northesk 
in the following year, and subsequently was employed on the West Indian 
and North American stations in command of the Racer (16). He ob- 
tained the rank of Captain in 1838, and in November 1845, while in com- 
mand of the Firebrand steam-frigate, he enacted a conspicuous part in the 
battle of Parana, where a hard day’s fighting resulted in the destruction by 
the combined squadrons of England and France of four heavy batteries 
belonging to General Rosas at Punta Obligado, as alzo of a schoones 
carrying 6 guns, and of 24 vessels chained across the river. “ On thet 
occasion having volunteered,” says O'Byrne in his Naval Biography, 
“ Captain Hope gallantly pulled up im his boat and cut the chain which 
impeded the upward progress of the Allies. At the close of the action he 
landed as aide-de-camp tc the late in Sir Charles Hotham, the senior 
British officer, and assisted in giving the coup de grace to the defeat of the 
enemy, whose numbers originally consisted of 3,500 men, in cavalry, im~ 
fantry, and artillery, and whose batteries bad mounted twenty-two pieccs 
of ordnance.” As a reward for his bravery on this occasion he was nomi- 
gated a Companion of the Bath in April, 1846. 

A Trromen oF Screxce.— One of the most difficult operations ever 
performed by a diver has recently been accomplished in recovering the 
remainder of the treasure sunk in the Malabar, at Galle. This consisted 
in cutting away the large iron plates from the mail room, half am inch 
thick, and working through nine feet of sand. Heinke’s diving apparatus 
was employed, as on the previous occasions, and £16,000 was thus got out 
in one day. The whole of the specie on board this vessel, upwards of 
£300,000, bas now been saved. 

Tur last wumber of Pench contains a caricature headed “ New Elgi 
Marbles,” representing Lord Elgin insisting on the Emperor of China 
“ knuckling down, and no cheating this time.” There is also a clever 
letter from Punch’s special correspondent at Peking.

It appears that he was discovered to have hid himself in the bread-locker 
for a period of eightcen days. He had been entered on the log-book as 
fallen overboard, and was accidentally found by the second mate at 
night.

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THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 

Tae Chinese Rebellion, which has been gradually spreading 
northward and towards the seaboard of China, has, according 
to the recent intelligence from that quarter, brought the insur- 
gents into rather unpleasant proximity to the foreigners in 
Shanghai, This, however, was not the first time they have ap- 
proached our settlement there, for in 1854 they caused the 
British community in that place very great inconvenience, and 
placed them in some danger. On this second occasion, it appears. 
that the Rebels had a certain pretext for their procedure, for 
they had, according to their own account, been encouraged by 
some foreigners, of doubtful character, if we rely on the North 
China Herald, but still foreigners,—to come and occupy tho 
native city of Shanghai, This excuse gave a sort of colour to 
their advance, and they affected to strengthen their plans by 
holding out large prospects of increasing commerce and free- 
trade, hoping thereby to prevent any interference on the part 
of the British and French authorities in the town. There were, 
doubtless, certain misgivings in the insurgent mind as to the 
welcome they would receive, for their approach was not with- 
out due caution. 

They had prevailed on a few degenerate sons of the Western 
Ocean to furnish them with powder and weapons, and they 
thought the view ofa large influx of dollars would probably 
induce the great majority to favour their admission to 
the town. Here, however, tkey miscalculated. It is by 
no means an insignificant attribute of the British 
intellect that it judges of men's morals by their 
acts much more than by their words, And if deeda 
are to weigh more than words in respect of these Chinese 
revolutionists, assuredly the evidences against them are ine 
creased by this last step of theirs, They advanced upon @ 
village within six miles of Shanghai—Sen-ka-wei. Here was, 
a Roman Catholic industrial college and school. The poor 
priest whom they found in charge they murdered, together with 
his unoffending pupils. To call such a band of plunderers 
Parasors, is to assign a noble title to a horde devoted to cruelty 
and rapine. Tho designation of their leader the Chung-wang, 
or “ Faithful King,” is also a misnomer, for the word means 
not merely faithful to his own interests, but faithful and just in 
all his dealings with men, The ruinous heaps and burning 
towns which mark the course of his armies over a fair and fer- 
tile land tell a different tale. The veterans of his host, who 
are mostly Canton men, are characterised by all the murderous 
ferocity of their fellow-countrymen in the south. To admit 
such firebrands and troops, so intent on plunder, into close 
quarters with the foreign settlement, would havo ‘been an error. 
Mr, Bruce and his coadjutors undoubtedly took the proper 
course in keeping them at a safe distance. 

With more knowledge of a purer faith than Mahomet had, 
they have well-nigh equalled him in his surging progress 
through the west of Asia, It is to be regretted that the views 
of English politicians and the English press, coupled with the 
ignorance and obstinacy of the native Imperial Government, 
stand in the way of our taking the initiative and clearing the 
entire province of these marauders, They have no 
British trade in the northern ports into a state of stagnation; 
they pillage and sack every village and town within their reach, 
and appropriate everything valuable that crosses their path. 
Surely the difference is small between these and the pirates of 
the sea-board, whom British ships are on the part of the Chi- 
nese Emperor ready to run down and annihilate. What course 
could be more beneficial to the native government than the 
opening of the great inland channels of the country to British 
enterprise ? Tho presence of the foreigner would always secure 
the place, if only a proper understanding could be arrived at 
and sustained between tho Mandarins aud the foreign consuls. 
A British minister, on good terms with the Imperial Govern- 
ment, would hold in his hands the reins by which he might 
influence, through the Presidents of the Six Boards, the most 
distant regions of the empire. This is an arrangement greatly 
to be desired, because it would be most conducive to the tran- 
quillity of this vast kingdom and advantageous to the interests 
of trade and civilisation. As for treating with the rebels and 
hoping to benefit our position by encouraging them, it is 
utterly out of the question, What form of good govern 
ment or enlightened ethics have they produced or sano- 
tioned? Nought but military glory, and that of a very in- 
ferior kind, and personal aggrandizement have a8 yet been 
aimed at, or at least been affected by them. 

Their military organisation, doubtless, is auperior to that of 
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the Imperial army, and they know, probably, more of the Eng- 
lish and European habits than the ruling powers know; but the 
strange mixture of sound and unsound doctrine in their pro- 
fessed faith, and their pretence at a higher morality than their 
countrymen, which their works belie, render them a mockery. 
Buddhism is a more enlightened religion than theirs. No mis- 
sionary ought to countenance a belief in parts of the Bible alone 
without the acceptance of the whole. Should such a rule as 
that obtain gencral acceptance, that a portion only of Hoy 

Scripture is sufficient to warrant the profession of Christianity, 
the manifold errors of the West will get a footing in that land, 
instead of the simplicity of the Gospel. Let the various Mis- 
sionary Societies beware of sanctioning by their favourable at- 
tention the blasphemous errors of these Chinese fanatics. There 
is no such thing as semi-Christianity ; and there is no system of 
error without some admixture of truth. As the two cannot, 
however, properly exist together in harmony, neither can we 
expect from any ecclesiastical or civil polity which is want- 
ing in sound doctrine for its basis, any really good results. 
We wish most cordially it were otherwise, and that the rebels were 
actuated by Christian and patriotic motives, for China is sadly 
in want of a more humane Government. Eye-witnesses of these 
rebels at Whampoa and Shanghai cannot, however, come to any 
other conclusion than that these elements are not possessed by 
the present bands, and from the published accounts of Mr. 
Holmes’ visit to them at Nanking, it appears they are at head- 
quarters, equally imbued with purely brigand principles, 








OPENING OF WESTERN CHINA BY OVERLAND 
ROUTE FROM RANGOON. 


WE are gratified to find that Lancashire continues active in 
discussing this subject, so important for the commercial future 
of both England and India; and, we may add, for the 150 
millions of fellow beings peopling the Chinese Western 
Provinces. Since we last noticed the subject, several admirable 
leading articles in its favour have appeared in Lancashire 
journals ; and the proprietors of the vast salt works in Cheshire, 
&n important division of our national industry, have, through 
their Chamber of Commerce, forwarded an additional memorial 
to the Prime Minister, the concluding paragraphs of which we 
submit to our readers :— 

“ That the attention of your memorialists has been drawn to the feasi- 
bility of approaching the Western Provinces of China by means of a new 
route from Rangoon through a portion of Burmah and the Shan States 
to the frontier Chinese city of Esmok, far removed from that portion of 
China to which we have access by treaty, and coming at once into the 
heart of China, with considerable saving in the sea voyage; that your 
memorialists are informed such route would be comparatively easy of ace 
complishment, the distance from Rangoon to the proposed emporium on 

ders of British Pegu and Buroah being oly 250 miles and from 
thence on to Esmok a further 250 miles; in round numbers a distance of 
500 miles, presenting, as your memorialists believe, few impediments to 
the construction of a railway or tram road. 

“ Your memorialists would therefore pray that, whilst every exertion 
should be used to obtain from the Chinese Government, permission to im- 
port salt into China as an article of merchandise, the opportunity likely 
to be afforded by the proposed communication with China through Ran- 
eon should not be lost sight of, and that inquiries should be instituted by 

ler Majesty's Government, in order to test the feasibility of a scheme 
which appears to open up so many advantages to British commerce.” 


At a meeting of the Literary and Philosophical Society of 
Liverpool, on the 12th inst., a most interesting and instructive 
Paper on the project was read by H. Duckworth, Esq., which 
elicited a discussion warmly commending it. We think it will 
be impossible for the ‘ circumlocution’ ‘routine’ officials of Down- 
ing-street, longer to oppose, in their ignorance, this most wise 
movement on the part of our manufacturers of all classes, to 
have opened to them an almost boundless new market for their 
goods, We make the following extract from the report :— 

The Liverpool Literary and Philosophical Society held their usual 
meeting, at the Royal Institution, Colquitt-street, on the 12th instant, 
the Rev. Mr. Higgins presiding. A paper was read by Mr. Duckworth, 
on the Proposed New Route to China, via Rangoon, and the establish- 
ment of a commercial emporium at Pegue (a stretch of 250 miles). 
This project has for a long time engaged the attention of Captain Sprye, 
who has lost no tunity of bringing the matter before the public, 
as well as the authorities, aid certainly represents the merits of the “ new 
route,” in such a manner, as ought, if founded on reliable facts, which 
we do not doubt, to recommend it to the most careful and serious consi- 
deration of the commercial men and Government of this country. The 
great question that requires a definite solution is only as to the feasibility 
of the proposed route, by determining whether there are insurmountable 
diplomatic and engineering obstacles in the way of its realisation, or not. 
‘To these points Mr. Duckworth in his excellent paper particularly di- 

attention ; and demonstrated, we thought satisfactorily, that there 

not exist any such obstacles, at least of so great consequence as to 
ve a barrier to the commercial enterprise of England. We have be- 
adverted to the subject, and specified the details of the scheme of 


Sr 
Captain Sprye, viz., that a railway, or other mode of conveyance be 
constructed between Rangoon, in the Bay of Bengal, only recently ac- 
juired by the British, and Esmok, a city situate on the south-western 
ntier of China, a distance of about 500 miles. It is necessary, how- 
ever, that that route should proceed partly through the territory of the 
King of Burmah, or of Shen princes who are tributary to him, from 
whom, of course, a concession of free will require to be obtained 
before the scheme can be realised. For this purpose, Mr. Duckworth in his 
paper proposed, with Capt. Sprye, that the Government should senda,Com~ 
missioner to the Birmah court, with the view of effecting a treaty granting the 
priviiges sought. There can be no question as to the desirability of estab- 
lishing a free commercial intercourse with Western China, as by the 
description given by most trustworthy persons of its ageicultura and 
mineral resources, as well as of the and varied requirements of its 
millions of inhabitants ; which must if once untrammelled trading rela- 
tions are brought about, immensely add to the industrial activity and 
wealth of all Europe, It appears that the intermediate plans are blessed 
with material for every necessary of life, except salt, for which a most 
fabulous price is obtained from the “western celestials.” This we 
as of no small importance to Cheshire, and the project should at 
receive the steady and hearty support of the salt manufacturers of 
this county, through their organ, the Salt Chamber of Commerce, 
which body has already made some progress in introducing their pro- 
duct into our East Indian possessions. 

After the paper a discussion took place, in which the majority of the 
speakers expressed a highly favourable opinion of the proposed route 
including the chairman. 

Mr. Danson, however, in a pretty long address, objected to the method 
suggested by Mr. Duckworth of asking Government to send out a Com- 
missioner for the purpose of effecting a treaty. It was not, in his opinion, 
the duty of the Government to take sucha step, until the commercial 
body had first, at their own expense, made every inquiry as to the practi- 
cability of the project. They then might go and demand of the Govern- 
ment, if the report of their explorers was favourable, to take such diplomatic 
steps as would clear the way for British enterprise. He seemed also to 
think that if the Government first moved, it might excite the jealousy of 
France. At the same time, he regretted that there was not more harmony 
and unity of action among the mercantile men of Liverpool and else~ 
where, as to justify any hopes in that quarter; the Chambers of Com- 
merce throughout the country being at present, from want of a wise 
general combination, virtually powerless to adopt any energetic course in 
the matter. . 

He was followed by several other gentlemen, who, however, took quite 
a different view of the question from Mr. Danson; and advocated the 
propriety of the suggestion of the essayist that Government should first 
countenance so important a project by taking the preliminary and necessary 


steps. 
A vote of thanks to Mr. Duckworth wes moved by the chairman, which 
was seconded by M. W. Hadfield, Secretary of the Salt Chamber of 
Commerce, who was present as a stranger. After commenting on the 
merits of the essay, he alluded to the great inducements it had pointed 
out for the embarking of British enterprise and capital, Western China 
being most productive of such articles as possessed a consumption 
in this country, while it was deficient of most of our staple manufactures 
and of some of our most valuable products; among these he named salt 
—a commodity so scarce, and consequently so valuable, as at present to 
bring an enormous price in parts of the intermediate country. With re- 





gard to the remarks of Mr. n, as to what was the duty of Govern- 
ment and what was not, he entirely disagreed with him, and pointed out 
several weighty reasons why our Government should first take an active

The Lebanon: a History anda Diary. By David Urquhart. 
2 vols. T.C. Newby, Welbeck-street, Cavendish-square. 
The name of Mr. David Urquhart is too well known in con- 

nection with the East for any reasonable doubts to be entertained 

that a work on “The Lebanon,” from his practised pen, would 
be full both of interest and instruction. This book has more 
than realised our expectations, and we have no hesitation in 
recording our impression, that the present “season” has not 
yet produced one of equal value. It consists partly of a History. 

and partly of a Diary, written during the years 1849 and 1850. 

We are disposed, indeed, to ask why the latter was not published 

ten years ago; when, if there was less of painful interest in 

Syria than recent events have generated, there would, never- 

theless, have been more freshness in the narrative, and perhaps 

more beneficial results from its publication? We are, how- 
ever, well content as it is. A book written with power and 
truthfulness, such as this, is at all times welcome. We cannot 
particularise its merits, but we may state that no portion of the 
work has appeared to us more replete with interest than that 
referring to the Druze religion, in which some popular mis- 
apprehensions on the Maronitesand Druzes are corrected. In 
truth, we think that every man who desires to make himself 
acquainted with a subject which, at no distant period, will force 
itself on the attention of Europe, will do well to read this book. 

What great events may grow out of Russian policy or French 

policy, or indeed English policy in the East, it is useless to con- 

jecture ; but that the interminable Eastern question is set at 
rest, even for a few years, is more than the most sanguine among 
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uscan hope. It is well, then, as wo think, to have the practical 

of euch men as Mr. Urqubart to guide us, {and we 
feel that we owe him a debt of gratitude for the publication of 
these volumes. Whether we look to the more remote history 
of the Lebanon and trace the progress of events till it was in- 
corporated into the Ottoman Empire, or whether we regard only 
its condition as affecting the vital interests of Great Britain at 
the present time, we shall find in this work matter of deep 
inberest and instruction. In literary style it is a decided ad-

INTERPRETERS FOR CHINA. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,— A few weeks since you called attention to the dificulties under 
which not only European commerce, but the public service, civil and 
military, laboured from the lack of efficient interpreters of the Chinese 
language. You also inserted a letter signed Linguist. Tecent events 
have greatly enhanced the importance of this question, and it is to be 
hoped that the Government are seriously considering it, with the view of 
promoting facilities for the cultivation of the Chinese tongue in this 
country, and thus founding a nursery for accomplished interpreters in-the 
“flowery land.” Inanarticle the other day in Times on Capt. Sherard 
Osborne’s work, it was stated that a Frenchman was the first European 
who had acquired in Europe a facility for writing and speaking the Chinese 
language with accuracy. Among the passengers who sailed for Hong 
Kong from Southampton on the 12th inst., in the extra overland steamer, 
the Indus, wasa young English gentleman named Frederick Major, nephew 
of D. B. Major, Esq., of Streal » who, I believe, is the first Englishman 
who has acquired in England such a thorough mastery of the Chinese lan- 
guage in the Mandarin dialect as to be able to speak it fluently, 
and also read and write it. Young Major had the advantage of being in- 
structed bya learned Chinese pundit, resident in this country, whose 
qualifications may be judged of by the fact, that in a scholarly competitive 
examination in Peking he carried of the prize from 80,000 candidates. 
Tam not aware whether Mr. Major has decided on applying his lingual 
accomplishment in connection with a commercial establishment in China, 
or purposes offering his services as a professional interpreter. His brother, 
who is also an excellent Chinese scholar, will follow by an early mail.

The reinforcement of about 100 of the Military Train, which 
were engaged to go forward by the Swtana to Hong Kong, have 
been countermanded, The vessel has sailed with about 700 tons 
of war materials and stores. 

We believe, says the Army and Navy Guzette, that the earliost 
opportunity will be taken of advancing Lieutenant Rogers, 44th 
Regiment, and Licutcnant Burslem, 60th Regiment, to the rank 
of Captain, and Ensign Chaplain to that of Lieutenant, for the 
gallant conduct exhibited by these officers in the attack on the 
‘Taku Forts. Although they have been recommended for tha 
Victoria Cross, we understand that the formal recommendation 
which must precede its bestowal has not yet been received in 
England. 

Captain James J. M‘Cleverty, C.B. (1848), now in command 
of the Cambrian frig.te on the China station, has been ap- 
pointed to receive the Captain’s Good Service Pension, vacant 
by the promotion of Captain Massie. 

The Board of Admiralty having decided on effecting several imy 
improvements at Chatham dockyard, and making considerable stons 
to that establishment, application will be made to Parliament early in the 
ensuing Session for powers to make the extensions and improvements 
contemplated. ‘The chief improvements intended include the taking in of 
a considerable portion of land on the eastern side of the dockyard and St. 
Mary’s island, the whole of which will be embanked, and the extensive 
area thus gained converted into docks and basins for the reception of the 
steam reserve. 

‘The crews of Her Majesty’s ships on the home station have started a 
subscription, which is to extend throughout the navy, for the purpose of 
erecting a monument to the memory ofthe late Admiral Sir C. Napier. 

Inquiries have been renewed into the condition of the naval cadets on 
board the Britannia training ship at Portsmouth, and also of those who 
have been admitted into Haslar Hospital. Two deaths have taken place, 
one from measles, and the other (Mr. Kirwan, son of the Dean of 
Limerick) from fever. Twenty-two cadets remain in Haslar Hospital, 18 
of whom are, or have been, suffering from measles, and the remaining 
four from jow fever. 

The screw steam-sloop Petrel, 11, christened by Miss Jane Alice Brown, 
daughter of the Master Attendant, was launched on the 17th inst. from the 
Devonport Dockyard. 

A number of Major Rhode's patent picketing screws, which are emi. 
nently adapted for an extemporary sucemmpmnenty or roadside bivouac of 
cavalry, have been received at Woolwich for experimental trials, by order 
of Sir Richard Airey, Quartermaster-General. The screws are for the 
purpose of tethering horses. This system is two-thirds lighter, and about 
an eighth cheaper, than the new French system of picketing horses adopted 
only last year, the weight of which, giving accommodation for 15 horses, 
is about 125lb., and the cost from 24s. to 286; whereas 15 of Major 
Rhode's heaviest tethering screws, with connecting lines attached, weigh 
only $7}1b., and cost from 18s. to 20s. only. The first trial is expected to 
take place on Monday next.

»Cutwa ano Japan.—A few days ago Dr. Macgowan delivered a 
leeture before the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, in which, says 
the Daily Post, he contrived to lay before the members of that body a 
valuable and highly interesting fund of information concerning the pro- 
ducts, manufactures, and general commercial usefulness of that immense 

rion of the globe, in which he has resided during so great a portion of 

is life. Mr. H. Van Wart presided. After speaking, at length, upon 
the natural productions, inventions, and manufactures of Chinaand Japan, 
the lecturer said that the commercial prospects of the two countries were 

very uncertain. It was no‘ enough to secure treatics; there must be a 
something beyond that—a community of feeling and harmony of action. 
There were, however, three perpetual setons that were keeping up a per- 
petual irritation; the first was foreign possession, the next the opium 
traffic, and the next extra territoriality. The first was extremely offensive 
to the pride of the nation, and was really a source of great di uly, bo- 
cause vagabonds of all classes committed atrocities of all kinds, and then 
took refuge beneath the of the nations who held the nearest cities. 
The second was now almost irremediable, because the Chinese had begun 
to grow opium themselves, and would never cease to blame Europeans 
for its introduction, But the third was probably the most difficult of all ; 
we could not submit that our subjects should be tried by the Chinese laws, 
and yet it was a hig evil not to do so, because villages were pillaged and 
families violated by bauds of scoundrels, who claimed to be tried by laws 
other than the Chinese, and placed themselves under the protection of 
countries whom the Chinese dared not to interfere with, lest a quarre 
should arise, and war should ensue. In conclusion, the lecturer expresse 
an opinion that if these evils were not remedied, many other expedition 
like that now in China would be necessary—not only for that country 
but for Japan, and suggested that the first and last of them should be put 
a stop to by a system of passports, to be given to our own subjects only. 
He also took occasion to remark that his experience showed that so far from. 
Christian mission injuring the commercial prospects of the countries by 
whom they were sent out, they had a contrary effect. At the close of 
the lecture, which was rendered the more interesting by the fact that the 
lecturer invited and answered questions put by the audience, Mr. J.

HMAlonetarp and Commerciat, 


Since the mail of the 10th instant, very important changes 
have taken place in the Money Market. A heavy and constant 
drain for gold upon the reserves of the Bank of France for the 
last month, caused partly by payments for corn and partly by 
unproductive expenditure, to which French statesmen and capi- 
talists are committed abroad, caused large purchases to be made 
here at a premium upon the fized Mint price. These opera- 
tions drew gold largely from. the Bank ; and about the date of 
our lest, arrangements had been concluded for withdrawing 
£1,000,000 in the course of three days. £600,000 had sae 
tually been withdrawn, when the Bank Directors took the un- 
usual step of holding a special court the same evening, at which 
they advanced the rate of discount from 44 to 5 per cent. The 
next day the Bank of France responded, by advancing their 
minimum from 3} to 4} per cent.: and the following Thurs- 
Gay the Bank of England adopted the still more decided mea- 


sure of advanci i 
ins. cing from 5 to 6 per cent., ab which the rate now 
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inst. on board the steamer WilliasCory. 
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These measures have had the effect of arresting the drain 
upon the Bank of England: But the efflux from the Bank of 
France continuing, that establishment found iteelf compelled, 
in order to meet the demands upon it, to apply for assistance 
to the Bank of England. The application was for the loan of 
£2,000,000 gold upon the deposit of £3,000,000 silver, upom 
the understanding that the Bank of England sheuld be at liberty: 
either to sell or to retain the silver. In other words, the 
operation, under these conditions, amounted to a sale of so 
much gold to Franca. The transectiona having only just 
been completed, sufficient time hes not elapsed to asccrtain 
whether it will be adequate to meet the draim by which our 
neighbours are inconvenienced. At present, success seems 
doubtful, first, because it is still necessary to import corn to 
supplement the deficient harvesk; and next, beeause Freveh 
capitalists, instead of restrieting their foreign operotions, are 
increasing them by the negotiations of a loan of £16,000,00@ 
to Turkey. The price of this loan is. somewhere about 53, at 
6 per cent., which greatly diminishes the neminal amount, but 
the actual sum will have to be provided in gold, and Turkish 
necessities being extremely urgent, it must be provided in a 
comparatively short time. There is, therefore, not uch prospect 
of a falling off in the demand for gold. 

To London, the transactions with the Bank of France hae 
greatly contributed to remove the anxieties that the gold move- 
ment had engendered. The Money Market, from being exces- 
sively tight, has become eutirely relaxed ; and the best bills, 
which a few days ago could not be done at 6 per cent., now find 
takers at. 53 to 54 per cent. The supplies have suddenly in- 
erensed, and all the leading establishments have more moncy ~ 
than they can employ. 

Consols have improved, and they now stand at 93§ to 2, with 
rather a good inquiry. Indian Rupee securities are nominally a 
point higher, but there is no demand,oad if any amount were 
offered, it is improbable that the inrprovement would be sas- 
tained. The Banks are the principal buyers, 

In consequence of large amounts of bar silver being offered 
from the Continent, and there being now no demand 'for the 
East, sales have to-day been effected at 614d. per oz, including 
the small quantity brought by the last West Indian steamer. 
This establishes a decline of $d. per lb. from the last price. 
Nothing is doing in Mexican dollara. 

It is understood that Mr. Kirkmau Daniel Hodgson, of the 
firm of Finley, Hodgson, and Co., is the Bank direeter who will 
be recommended, in March next, to succeed Mr. Latham as 
deputy governor.
